He may sit in a tree top near by 
and sing, “Drop it, drop it, cover 
it, cover it, 1] pull it up, IH pull 
it up,’ so I have ‘been told. So 
sometimes hhe is called the Planting 
Bird. 

I found elderberry bushes froth- 
ed in white as pretty as Hydrangea. 

Daisies still clainn their share of 
waste lands with their golden eyes 
and white lashes making a cool 
combination against the lush green 
around them. Robert Burns said, 
“The daisy’s for simplicity and 
unaffected air.” 

Jewel weeds lifted their heads 
with open pouched flowers to the 
bumble bees and the humming 
birds. 

The summer colors wouldn’t be 


complete without the deep orange , 


yellow of the black-eyed ae) a 
favorite of mine. 

I came upon a sweetness which 
I at once recognized as the milk- 
weed, It has a fragrance which 
could be honey and roses. No oth- 
er roadside plant can compete with 
it in fragrance, 

We welcome the color beauty of 
spring but it is softer than now. 
July wants to match its flowers 
with the ofiole, the tanager, and 
the goldfinch, It hopes for atten-

Roy Bennett of Newry to be Honored 


At 175th Anniversary Celebration 


Among the Newry residents to 
be honored at the celebration of 
the Town’s 175th anniversary on 
Saturday, Aug. 9, is Roy Bennett. 
Few ‘people can say today, “I was 
born in this house and I have lived 
here all my life!” Roy Bennett 
still occupies the same home, with 
its 90 acres of farm land, where 
he was born on Dec. 25, 1901. The 
original house, which is now 
the ell, was purchased by his 
grandfather from a Sessions fam- 
ily, who are believed-to have mov- 
ed to Utah and became Mormons, 
His grandfather added the front 


part of the house, which has had } 


few changes since. A built-in Arch 
Kettle can still be seen in what is 


now the shed. Here, also, his fath- | 


er, Frank Bennett, and his mother, 
Amy (Vail) Bennett, lived all their 
married life. 

Roy attended school at the Head 
of the Tide and later rode the 
schoo] team to the Branch School. 
He and his two brothers helped 
their ‘father, a well known farmer, 
tending large herds of cattle and 
sheep and performing the usual 
many farm activities. As a youth, 
his chief amusements wére hunt- 
ing and fishing. His grandfather, 
who was proficient in hunting 
bears, a common farm pest at that 
time, made a bear trap for each 
of his grandsons, Mr. Bennett still 
recalls some adventures they had 
setting the traps in the orchard. 

At an early age, Roy went to 
work in the woodworking mills of 
the Town. He worked in the Skill. 
ings mill, near Poplar Tavern, 
where spool stock was turned out 
and put to dry on the ledges across 
the road. These ledges can still be 
seen, as well as the beautiful 
falls, which produced the power 
to run the mill, 

In 1922, Mr. Bennett married 
Janet Rae Bigger, always known 
as Jennie, who was born in Port- 
age, Prince Edward Island. They 
returned to the farm which they 
sharéd with his parents. There 
their four children were born: 
Richard, who now livés in Ruin- 
ford, and is a widower; Amy (Mrs. 
Bradford Jonés) of Bennington, 
Vi; Elden, who married Sharon 
Gallant, and lives in Peru, N. ¥.5 
and Donald, who married Cheryl 
Grenier, and lives in Bethel. Mr. 
Bennett has 10 grandchildren and 
two great grandchildren, 

Like most part time Maine 
farmers, Mr. Bennett has done 
many things. These include being 
Town Road Commissioner for 
many years, and driving heavy 
equipment for both the Town and 
State plowing snow. or 

For several years he ownéd and 
operated a crawler tractor while 
engaged in logging. At present, 
retired, he has a woodworking

Shop in shis barn, where he turns 
out handles for almost any tool 
one can name, but especially axe 
handles. He also repairs tools. 
Some of the lathes and other tools 
he uses in this work, Mr. Ben- 
nett made himself, 

Surveying the rolling green 
fields with the mountains not far 
off, and the silvery gray farm 
buildings, Roy remarked, “I never 
realized until I was old how beau- 
tiful it is here.”

From Washington 


Last week, with other Senators 
and Congressmen, I met with mem- 
bers of the Canadian Parliament 
to discuss the pending fisheries 
treaty between our two countries. 
The private four hour meeting 
helped to clarify the positions of 
the Canadians and the New Eng- 
land members of Congress. The 
exchange was frank and detailed. 

For the Canadian participants, 
the meeting was something of an 
education in the workings of the 


Senate, Many of the Canadian of-- 


ficeholders expressed concern that 
only two members of the Sénate 
could block ratification of a treaty 
considered to be of national im- 
portance in Canada. Some mem- 
bers of the Canadian Parliament 
had expected that a treaty negoti- 
ated and approved by the adimin- 
istration was for all intents and 
purposes ratified, 

I told the Canadians, frankly, 
that the U. S, Senate is not a rub- 
ber stamp for any treaty negotiat- 
ed by any administration. The 
Senate must ratify a treaty by a 
twothinds majority. The ratifica- 
tion process involves extensive 
hearings and floor debate. In the 
case of the fisheries treaty. now 
pending before the Seante, many 
serious questions have been raised 
about the advisability of certain 
provisions agreed to by this Ad- 
ministration. 

I have raised at least three ques- 
tions which I believe must be an- 
swered to the. Senate’s satisfaction 
before considering this treaty. 
Many of my colleagues share my 
doubts about this treaty and await 
answers to many questions. 

First, the treaty, if ratified, 
would be in force in perpetuity, 
This is not a temporary treaty that 


“can some day be fully renegotiat- 


ed. Wiile the United States ‘has 
entered into permanent treaties 
with countries before, the U. S, 
has never agreed to a treaty gov- 
erning the use of resources that 
will last forever. The provisions 
for adjusting the quotas of fish 
taken from the Gulf of Maine and 
Georges Bank are stringent and 
restrictive. The basic provisions 
regulating the fisheries cannot be 
renegotiated. 

Second, the treaty links the 
fisheries management scheme of 
the Gulf of Maine and Georges 
Bank to the settlement mechanism 
of disputed boundaries between the 
United States and Canada, Both 
countries have established 200 mile 
economic zones, which at some 
points overlap. The American ne- 
gotiating team proposed this link- 
age against the advice of New 
England fishermen. 

I believe that the course of the 
negotiations has shown that the 
American team placed a greater 
importance on the settlement of 
boundary disputes, than on the 
protection of the economic integri- 
fy of New England’s fishing in- 
dustry, 

Canada agreed to linkage only 
after the American team had ac- 
cepted a complicated management 
scheme that allowed the Canadians 
to exercise broad authority over 
the management of fish stocks in 
undisputed American waters while 
the United States failed to acquire 
similar authority in undisputed 
Canadian waters. I do not believe 
that the treaty establishes a truly 
cooperative management scheme of

all fish stocks in disputed and un- 
disputed waters, which should be 
the overriding concern. 

Finally, many of the provisions 
place our domestic fishermen at 
a competitive disadvantage vis-a- 
vis Canadian fishermen. The treaty 
for example, would effectively 
halt future growth of the scallop 
industry, New England scallopers, 
under the agreement, would never 
be allowed to take more scallops 
than they took from the Gulf of 
Maine and ‘Georges Bank last year. 
American fishermen are also being 
asked to accept reductions in their 
catch of other species, such as pol- 
lack. 

I will actively oppose this treaty 
on the Senate floor unless these 
areas of concern are satifactorily 
met by a modification of the 
treaty. It has been apparent for 
some time that this treaty is un- 
fair to our fishermen, but I con- 
tinue to believe that an equitable 
treaty can be devised in consulta- 
tation with the Senate. .

Safety Tip of the Weel: 
Learn First Aid for Choking 


Signs to Watch For 


(1) In contrast to a heart attack 
victim, who ean still breathe and 
complain of pain, a person who is 
choking can neither breathe nor 
speak, The airway is blocked so nm 
air can pass through the vocal 
chords. 

(2) A choking person tums 
blue, because oxygen is not reach. 
ing body tissues. 

(3) He then ‘becomes tncon 
scious because oxygen is no 
reaching the brain. 

Knowing on-the spot first aij 
procedures for choking may men 
the difference between life and 
death. The basis for the maneuver 
is simple. Even in the midst of 
choking and inability to breathe 
a great deal of air remains in the 
lungs—and if the lungs are pn 
perly compressed, the air can fe 
driven out with enough force 
“pop” the obstruction out of the 
throat and mouth. Consider taking 
a first aid class to learn these and

Signs to Watch For 


(1) In contrast to a heart attack 
victim, who ean still breathe and 
complain of pain, a person who js 
choking can neither breathe nor 
speak, The airway is blocked so m 
gir can pass through the vocal 
chords, 

(2) A choking person turns 
blue, because oxygen is not reach 
ing body tissues. 

43) He then ‘becomes uncon 
scious jbecause oxygen is no 
reaching the brain. 

Knowing on-the spot first aid 
iprocedures for choking may mea 
the difference between life and 
death. The basis for the maneuver 
is simple. Even in the midst of 
choking and inability to breathe, 
a great deal of air remains in the 
dungs—and if the lungs are pr 
perly compressed, the air can te 
driven out with enough force 
“pop” the obstruction out of the 
throat and mouth. Consider taking

SS! RECIPIENTS MAY APPLY 
FOR FOOD STAMPS AT 
SOCIAL SECURITY OFFICES 

In an effort to make it easier 
for SSI households to apply for 
food stamps, the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and the Social Sec- 
urity Administration have made 
arrangements that will enable re- 
cipients of SSI to apply for stamps 
at Social Security Offices, begin- 
ning Aug, 1. 

There are two options. Persons 
may apply at the SS Office if: (1) 
They are applying for SSI or re- 
ceive SSI, or (2) Are applying for 
benefits under the SSI Program or 
the Social Security Retirement 
Survivors and Liability Insurance 
Program or they receive SSI or 
Social Security. 

If households prefer to apply 
for food stamps at the local food 
stamp or Human Services Office, 
instead, they may still do so.

JUNE UNEMPLOYMENT RATE 
IN MAINE PEGGED AT 7.7% 


Commissioner David W. Bustin 
of the Maine Department of Man- 
power Afifairs has announced that 
Maine's June unemployment rate 
rose to 7.7% from 7.1% in May. 
In June 1979 the unemployment 
rate was 7.0%, 

While the unemployment rate 
was higher in June, Bustin noted 
that total employment in the State 
has increased by 11,900 to 473,- 


“Although there was a decrease 
in unemployment among experi- 
enced workers, it was more than 
offset by the large number of 
young people entering the labor 
market,” Bustin said. “The May to 
June unemployment increase was 
Janger than we usually experience, 
but well below the levels of the 
last recession." 

Manufacturing employment in- 
creased by 3,600 over the month, 
chiefly due to increases in the 
lumber and wood products indus- 

Nondurable goods manufactur- 
ing employment increased by 
2,400, for the most part because of 
employment increases in the food 
and kindred products industry, 
This increase more than offset 
April’s losses but employment in 
food and kindred products has not 
recovered to last year’s levels. 

Nonmanufacturing increased by 
5,700 from May to June, with large 
increases in construction, whole- 
sale and retail’ trade and services,
